Two bandits held up a gaming 
den at Columbia Heights, a suburb 
of Minneapolis, Minn,, last night, 
and secured $1,943 
the score 
of players and the proprietors. 
Harvey Howard, a negro porter, 
was shot by the robbers. 
The gambling house, which is 
operated by a syndicate of sporting 
men, is at the end of a trolley line 
leading from Minneapolis. 
Each robber used a dark hand­ 
kerchief to shield the lower part of 
his face. 
There are two entrances 
to the place, and the bandits, ap­ 
pearing simultaneously at either 
door, ordered the inmates to hold 
up their hands. 
The score of players and attend­ 
ants were then aligned on one side 
of the room while the bandit leader 
kept them covered with his re­ 
volver, his assistant rilling pockets 
and tills. 
First, David Brice, the manager, 
was searched. 
He was relieved of 
his revolver, which was thrown out 
of a window. 
Then $165 was ex­ 
tracted from his pockets. 
Ingram 
Flick, treasurer of 
the 
resort, 
yielded $1,608. 
Half 
a dozen 
patrons of the place were relieved 
of sums ranging from $10 to ^40. 
While the robbery was in pro 
gress, Steve Carlson, who lodges 
upstairs, looked in. 
He made 
hasty exit with four bullets in in­ 
effectual pursuit.

bounded in to learn the cause and 
bounded out again, but two bul­ 
lets, one in each leg, tumbled him 
into the street, where he lay for 
lalf an hour until some of the 
robbed men bore him inside, after 
the bandits had left. 
While the leader held the gamb- 
ers with his gun, the second rob­ 
ber went into the saloon in front of 
he gambling room and secured $80

“ It is an outrage for them, as 
servants of the public,” he con­ 


tinued, 
“ to join any union. 
In 


doing so the greatest evil they are 
responsible for is the fatal lesson 


taught 
to 
the 
children 
in 
the 
schools. 
The teachers ought to be 
more high minded than to 
seek 
larger salaries through the medium 
of the Federation of Labor. 
Such 
ideas in the instructors of our chil­ 
dren border on anarchy; they in­ 
culcate wrong ideas of life in the 
minds of the young, and they must 
be checked.” 
E. F. Rowland, another member 
of the board of education, said the 
teachers seem 
to forget that they 
have nothing to gain and every­ 
thing to lose by joining a union. 
Thomas Brenan, another mem­ 
ber, said: 
“ About the only thing 
I can see is that they will have a 
chance to pay out some of their 
hard-earned wages for the sufferers 
in big strikes.” 
The affiliation of 
the 
teachers 
with the Federation of Labor will 
undoubtedly cause a split in 
the 
teachers’ organization.

ready resulted in the resignation of 
Miss 
Ella 
A . 
Rowe, 
who 
was 
president of the Teachers’ federa­ 
tion. 
She is the leader of the con­ 
servative element.

WAS TALK OF LYNCHING 


Alleiired That Parmenter 8aid That 
fle’d K ill the Umpire at the 
First Opportunity. 


RefericiQg to the killing of Frank 
Bruner, the Missouri V alley league 
umpire, by Charles Parmenter, a 
saloonkeeper, the Fort Scott Moni» 
tor sa y s; 
T he attorneys for the state in the 
Parm enter murder case say they 
have discovered much additional 
evidence, which 
w ill assure the 
conviction of Parmenter of murder 
in the first degree. 
On 
the day before he killed 
Bruner, Parmenter, according to 
the story told by one of the attor­ 
neys for the state, declared to some 
acquaintances that he would kill 
Bruner at the first opportunity. 
If Parmenter made the statement 
claim ed it would tend to show that 
it was done with malice 
afore­ 
thought, which constitutes murder 
in the first degree. 
Parm enter spends his time in 
jail sm oking and pacing his cell. 
H e is very reticent and w ill not 
talk to any of the prisoners. 
He 
stated to the officers this morning, 
when they gave him his breakfast, 
that Bruner hit him with a rock 
and that he had to shoot to save 
his own 
life. 
Those who have 
seen him say Parm enter’s eye does 
not show the signs of having been 
struck with a stone. 
It is terribly 
sw ollen and discolored, 
but the 
skin is not broken. 
No one has 
testified so far that Bruner threw a 
stone at his slayer. 
On nearly every street corner 
iast night the murder was discussed 
and the prospects for a lynching 
wem so bright, says Chief Conw ay, 
that he patroled the streets until 
midnig^ht, fearing that such a move 
m ight be made. 
Bruner’s friends 
and 
relatives 
are 
considerably 
w rouaht up over the murder, and 
it was openly stated on the streets 
that Parmenter was in danger of 
being lynched.

Upon thje w riter’ s 
positive pledge that he would not 
divulge a secret the friend told the 
writer he had hypnotized a man 
and woman, both of whom were 
very religious and who scouted his 
powers of hypnotism. 
The writer of the letter declares 
his knowledge of bis friend’s hyp­ 
notic powers, and when his friend 
told him he had compelled the cou­ 
ple to play all kinds of tricks and 
then put them to sleep on the floor 
in each other’s 
arms, he believed 
the story. He asked his friend how 
long he intended to let the couple 
sleep, and the friend 
responded, 
“ 
About an hour,” 
and said he had 
turned off the gas so no one could 
see them and cause gossip, and was 
then going back to bring them out 
of their sleep.

w riter’s friend then left, 
going in the direction of the G er­ 
man Baptist church. 
The writer

N e w Y o r k , N o v . 15.— A m an 
giving the name of H arry A . W il­ 
liams, but who, the police declare, 
h Henry C . W ilson, for tw enty 
years chief clerk and civil engineer 
in the department of the east, U. 
S. A ., with offices in this city, was 
arrested last night on charges of 
extortion. 
Benjamin 
T . 
W hit­ 
more was arrested w ith him on a 
similar charge. 
The twb men are accused of try­ 
ing to holdup the W ater Front Im­ 
provement company, of N ew Jer­ 
sey, which is engaged in filling in 
crib work on Rikers island in the 
East river under contract with the 
street cleaning department. 
The 
men are charged w ith extorting 
^4 ,500, which the police say was 
given to them in marked bills, un­ 
der threats of stopping the- work 
of the company by causing to be 
withdrawn an army tog, a dredge 
and some scows which had been 
loaned in order to expedite the 
execution of the contract. 
According to the police, D eputy 
Police Commissioner Piper, who, 
as an army officer, was recently in 
charge of the vessels in question, 
was notified that six 
weeks ago 
representatives of the contracting 
company had been approached by 
W hitmore, who professed to be the 
agent of men 
who had the power 
to stop the work by w ithdrawing 
government vessels. Captain Piper,

it was decided that a detective per­ 
sonating Oscar L .

Neither in Fo o d No r Drink—St. Lo uis 
Wo n’t Have It’s Water Co n- 
tamiuateii By It. 


I n the Pettis co unty criminal co urt 
Thursday 
Pro secuting 
Atto rney 
Cashman filed info rmatio n charg­ 
ing Albert 
Tho mas 
Fo rd 
and 
James Greenstreet with highway 
ro bbery. 
The defendants were 
arraigned and pleaded no t guilty. 
Judge Lo ngan set their trial fo r 
Mo nday, No vember 24, and in de­ 
fault o f $1,000 bail each they were 
sent to jail. 
Fo rd and Greenstreet are charged 
with ho lding up and ro bbing E d ­ 
ward Palmer o n the Misso uri P a ­ 
cific railway, near the ice plant o n 
Octo ber 14, last. 
Greenstreet was 
arrested in Kansas City and was 
bro ught to Sedalia by Chief o f Po ­ 
lice Lo ve, o n Misso uri Pacific train 
No .

The Bo ard o f Public Impro ve­ 
ments o f St. Lo uis has^unanimo usly 
rejected the plan to use alum to 
clarify the city water supply. Phy­ 
sicians explained the nature and ef­ 
fects o f alum upo n the system 
when taken into the sto mach, and 
public o pinio n was fo und o ppo sed 
to the use o f that substance o r any 
o ther chemical in co nnectio n with 
the water. 
Alum intro duced into the water 
will precipitate the mud o r sedi­ 
ment, and make the water clear ; 
but the practical result o f the pro ­ 
cess, as fo und elsewhere, is that the 
water is liable to beco me mo re o r 
less co ntaminated with the alum, 
and co nsequently unheilthful. 
If 
slight accident o r lack o f care 
sho uld o ccur thro ugh which there 
was a failure 10 eliminate all traces 
o f alum, there wo uld result a po is­ 
o ning o f the water. 
Cases were 
cited where water thus clarified re­ 
tained sufficient alum to destro y the 
life o f fishes, and to affect the health 
o f human co nsumers. 
It is rather remarkable that with 
the kno wn po iso no us nature o f 
alum in mind, add in face o f this 
enlightened actio n o f the St. Lo uis 
autho rities and the sentiment o f 
the public in o ppo sitio n to the use 
o f alum in either fo o d o r drink, 
there sho uld be fo und any manu­ 
facturers seeking, fo r their o wn 
pro fit, to repeal the statute which 
pro tects the public fro m alum in 
fo o d pro ducts. 
The public were glad to be rid 
o f alum in fo o d. 
The actio n in St. 
Lo uis pro ves they do no t want it 
intro duced into their drink.

Refused to Shoot a Bear That Had 
Been Tied to a Tree, 


’ S m e d e s , Miss., Nov . 1 5 .— Al­ 
thoug h no direct messeng er had 
arriv ed from the camp upon the 
Little 
Sunflower this morning , 
word drifted back in the nig ht that 
the president reached camp shortly 
after dark, but with it came no 
word of the result of the chase after 
the second bear. 
Rain drizzled at interv als during 


the nig ht and this morning cur­ 
tains of g ray mist descended from 
the leaden sky . Smedes was dis­ 
mal bey ond description. It was 
simply a cotton field cov ered and 
shut in by the walls of a circus 
tent of mist and bisected by 
rail­ 
road track. 
The presidential train and the 
box car teleg raph oflice on the 
aiding , the plantation store and a 
sing le whitewashed neg ro cabin in 
the center of the ex panse of cotton 
comprised a complete inv entory of 
the v iew from the sig nboard la­ 
beled **Smedes.” 
A downpour 
was ex pected at any minute. Not­ 
withstanding 
the 
threatening 
weather, it was assumed here that 
the presidential party was off at 
day break. 
After sev eral hours’ hunting y es­ 
terday , the trail of a bear was 
found and shortly before noon the 
bear was ov ertaken iu a pond. The 
dog s jumped upon him and nearly 
drowned him and a g uide knocked 
him down with the stock of his rifle. 
Then a man threw a rope ov er the 
ex hausted animal and tied him to 
a tree. 
The president arriv ed a 
few moments later and refused to 
shoot the bear or allow it to be 
shot. The g uide killed the bear 
with his knife. 
Today the lean, 
black carcass of a bear, weig hing 
235 pounds, hang s up near the 
presidential tent. 
Press correspondents are buzzing 
about in the woods surrounding the 
camp. Scouts are posted at all the 
approaches to the camp. They 
are armed and no unauthorized 
person has succeeded in g ettiiig 
within half a mile of the presi­ 
dent’s tent.

HE WAS 81 YEARS OF AGE 


For Thirty Years He Was a Resident 
of Sedalia—The interm ent 
In California, 


Cy ru s Newkirk, for thirty y ears 
one of Sedalia’s most p rominent 
citizens, died at his home in Los 
Angeles, Cal., Su nday ev ening, of 
heart trou ble, as was learned by a 
telegram receiv ed by his sbn-in-law, 
W . M, Johns. 
Mr. Newkirk was 8i y ears of 
age and leav es a widow, formerly 
Miss Rebecca Isiaminger, of Ohio, 
to whom he'was married December 
19 , 184 9 , and fiv e dau ghters, v iz: 
Mrs. E. A. Phillip s, of San Ber­ 
nardino, C al.; Mrs. S. S. Wood­ 
ward, of Los Angeles, C al.; Mrs. 
E. C. Satterley , of Moneí^sen, P a .; 
Mrs. George W . Galbreath, of St. 
Lou is, and Mrs. W. M. Johns, of 
Sedalia. 
Albert, the only son, died at the 
family residence in Los Angeles 
abou t three y ears ago and was 
bu ried at San Bernardino, where 
the remains of his father will be 
interred. 


Mr. Newkirk was born in Brown 
cou nty , Ohio, March iz, 1821, 
After a common school edacation 
he engaged as a clerk at an iron 
smelting works at Hanging Rock, 
O., and remained there eighteen 
y ears, becoming a p artner in the 
bu siness in the meantime. 
While thu s engaged Mr. New­ 
kirk met the late Col. A. D. 
Jay nes, and together they owned 
and op erated the Vinton iron fu r­ 
nace at Vinton, O., bu t disp osed 
of it in 186 1, and for the nex t fou r 
y ears Mr. Newkirk was engaged 
in mercantile p u rsu its in Brown 
cou nty , Ohio. 
In the su mmer ef 186 5 Mr. New­ 
kirk came to Missou ri with a v iew 
to locating, and finally settled u p ­ 
on Sedalia as his fu tu re home. He 
was joined soon afterward by Col. 
Jay nes, arid they established the 
First National bank, with which 
Mr. 
Nefi^irk 
was 
connected, 
either as cashier or p resident, con­ 
tinu ou sly u ntil May 4 , 189 4 , when 
it was forced to su sp end, he being 
p resident of the institu tion at the 
time the doors were closed. 
Ju st p rior to the failu re Mr. 
Newkirk had been bedfast with a 
sev ere attack of lagrip p e, which 
was followed by ab ev en more se­ 
v ere attack after the su sp ensiop , 
his 
heart 
being 
affected 
by 
the 
second 
attack, 
hence 
he was adv ised by kis p hy sician 
to seek a change of climate. 
He 
made a trip to California, where 
he soon began to imp rov e, and 
then decided to make Los Angeles 
bis p ermanent home, nor did he 
ev er retu rn to Missou ri. 
While a resident of Sedalia Mr. 
Newkirk did mu ch toward the u p ­ 
bu ilding of the city , and a host of 
friends throu ghou t Central Mis­ 
sou ri will read of his death with 
sorrow.

The resu lt was anticipated, and 
the defendant w ent on record last 
night with the statem ent that he 
preferred conv iction to a m istrial. 
The case was giv en to the ju ry 
at 5 :4 5 o’clock y esterday after* 
noon, after the argu m ents had been 
made in the following ord e r: 
C. O. Bishop, for the sta te ; 
Ju dge Chester H . Kru m , for the 
defense; A ndrew C. M aroney , for 
the prosecu tion; Ju dge W m . W il­ 
liams, of Boonv ille, for the de­ 
fense ; J . H . M u rray , prosecu ting 
attorney of Boone cou nty , for the 
sta te ; Gov . Chas. P. Johnson, for 
the defense, and Jos. W . Folk, for 
the state, who, in closing, said : 
“ A man who v iolates the law is 
not a dem ocrat; he is not a repu b­ 
lican— he is a crim inal. The trou ble 
has alway s been that men of the 
prominence of this defendant hav e 
escaped the meshes of the law by 
reason of ‘pu ll’ or influ ence with 
the prosecu ting officers. 
“ It is a sad com m entary as to the 
m anner in which ou r laws hav e 
been enforced that people hav e 
grow n accu stomed to seeing only 
the poor and friendless prosecu ted, 
not the great and powerfu l.
